This project repairs erosion on the shoreline of the Shoal Creek Peninsula where Shoal Creek enters Lady Bird Lake.  
The shoreline will be restored and stabilized using limestone boulders and native plantings.  Hike and bike trails will 
also be improved with the project. The construction will require temporary closure of the existing trail along Lady 
Bird Lake between the abandoned Seaholm intake structure and the ramp west of the South First Street Bridge. Staff 
from the Parks and Recreation Department and the Public Works Neighborhood Connectivity Division has approved 
the detour plan and appropriate signage for the temporary closure. 
 
Due to the potential for unforeseen subsurface conditions and weather events causing additional stream bank damage, 
a 10% contingency in funding has been included to allow for the expeditious processing of change orders.  

 
The contract allows 210 calendar days for completion of this project. This project is located within zip code 78701 and is 
managed by the Public Works Department.
